War Debt Proposal 
“IT would have _ the 
debtor nations deposit 
treasury of the United States their 
notes and bonds for the several 
amounts they are indebted to this 
government, which totals about 
eleven billion dollars; the United 
States government at once to 
this amount in ‘prosperity money,’ 
which would circulate in this coun- 
try just the same as our Own money 
now and have stamped upon it: 
‘Secured by European Nations.’. The 
European debtor nations would 
agree to accept this ‘prosperity 
money’ for goods or tariff or any 
other debts contracted by this gov- 
ernment or any of its citizens. The 
U. S. government would at once put 
this ‘prosperity money’ into circula- 
tion by paying off the _ soldiers’ 
bonus, retiring all liberty bonds, 
which become due, pay the running 
expenses of the government and put 
the unemployed to work building 
roads and other public improve- 
ments. This ‘prosperity money’ will 
always maintain its face value in 
gold because the European debtor 
nations will accept it for goods and 
tariff, the very things we are pay- 
ing gold for now.” 
Young estimates that in 44 years 
the entire war debt would be paid 
in full.

Green Urges Renewed Campaign 


| To Ratify Child Labor Amendment

C.—Pointing out 
more states, Washington, 
North Dakota and Ohio, 
have ratified the child labor amend- 
ment to the constitution, making ten 
that have approved the amendment, 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor urges 
labor to mobilize public opinion in 
favor of ratification of the amend- 
ment in every state. 

Progress in ratifying the child la- 
bor amendment is “most gratifying 
and most encouraging,’ President 
Green says in a letter to the sec- 
retaries of State Federations of La- 
bor and city central bodies. He 
adds that it should serve to inspire 
the hosts of labor to take renewed 
action on behalf of this humane pro- 
posal and to concentrate all their 
efforts in an endeavor to persuade 
state legislatures to ratify the amend- 
ment before adjournment. 

“The time is opportune,” Presi- 
dent Green continues. ‘No better 
argument can be offered in support 
of the child labor amendment than 
the distressing economy and unem 
ployment situation which prevails 
throughout the nation. 

“In fighting for the prohibition of 
child labor in all states on a uniform 
basis, labor is fighting for the pro- 
tection and safety of children and 
for the creation of work opportuni- 
ties for the breadwinner and _ the 
father. 

“Let us add some additional states 
to the number which have adopted 
the child labor amendment. I urge 
the officers of State Federations of 
Labor and city central labor unions 
to appeal to the members of your 
respective state legislatures to ratify
